REVENUE OFFicers Gary and Looper, ‘of

They set 
forth to seize an illicit distiliery in Pickens 
County recently, and they succeeded in doing 
jt, notwithstand ng that the persons who 
operated it, named Alexander, father 
and son, resisted with shotguns. Young 
Alexander was seriously,‘ perhaps fatally, 
wounded. The officers then destroyed an 
eighty-six-gallon still and about 1,700 gallons 
of mash and beer. 


Mr. J. E. Pocnx. of New Orleans, felt ag- 
grieved at some observations made by Mr. A. 
B. Roman in bis paper, the Louisianaise, 
about Poche’s brother, one of the Judges of 
the Supreme Court of Louisiana. Poche 
challenged Roman, and a duel was fought 
about it. Pistols were the weapons. Three 
shots were exchanged, with the effect that 
Mr. Roman’s pantaloons were somewhat dis- 
figured by a shot from Mr. Poche’s weapon! 
Mr. Poche then expressed himself as satis- 
fied. Just like a Louisiana duel. 


Count Henry von Ant, the Prussian 
diplomat whose death was announced last 
week, is said to have left papers which will 
vindicate his memory, and clearly prove that 
the charge of treason, on which he was con- 
victed and sentenced to five years’ penal 
servitude by a Court under the influence of 
his deadly and unrelenting enemy, Bismarck, 
was baseless and calumnious. A pretty gen- 
eral impression has prevailed ever since the 
trial of Count von Arnim that he was sacri- 
ficed to appease the wrath and to satisfy the 


pean statesmen. 


Tue Franco-Tunisian treaty was submit- 
ted to the French Chamber of Deputies yes- 
terday. Clemenceau (ultra-Radical) de- 
nounced the treaty in the bitterest terms. 
saying that its ratification would have the ef- 
fect of creating distrust, and would alienate 
the sympathies of nations hitherto friendly 
to France. Proust (Republican) defended 
the treaty. A Bonapartist Deputy moved the 
adjournment of the debate in order to give 
the Government an opportunity to amend, 
but the motion was defeated, 363 to lll,—a 
decisive victory for the Government.

THOMAS BRENNAN, the principal Secretary 
of the Irish National Land League, and one 
of the most prominent members of that or- 
ganization, was arrested in Unblin yester- 
day under the Coercion act, and placed in 
jail at Naas, Kildare. Brennan is one of the 
traversers who were tried in Dublin last 
January. He was arrested im December, 
1879, for seditious utterances, but was never 
tried on that charge. The Coercion 
act is a much more effective instru- 
ment than a state trial. At least 
Mr. Forster has found it so. There are 
now only three members of the Executive 
Committee of the Land League out of jail. 
These are Messrs. Kettle, Sexton, and Har- 
rington, and it is not unlikely that they will 
be soon accommodated with cells in some 
one of the Irish jails. Some of the latter, 
by the way, are already full. 


SECRETARY WinpDom finds time between 
the applications of officeseekers and the de- 
vising of very successful financial schemes to 
look into the way matters are conducted in 
his Department. The other day he discov- 
ered that two officials were in the habit of 
doing things in an irregular and illegal man- 
ner, and both were promptly dismissed. Still 
more recently he has discovered that matters 
were not managed as they ought to be in the 
custodian’s division of the Department. 
The chief of this, one Pitney, in- 
stead of buying supplies by contract, bought 
them from his favorits at enormous prices, 
and the impression prevails that he received 
a percentage of the overcharge. The work- 
men employed by him worked at the private 
residences of Government officials and were 
paid therefor out of the United States 
Treasury. Assistant Secretary Upton is 
charged with having a knowledge of these 
irregularities for two years and with 
failing to make them known. Mr. 
Pitney and several other persons are 
likely to sever their connection with the 
Treasury Department. President Garfield 
and his Cabinet officers are determined that 
the money of the people shall not be waste- 
fully spent or misapplied. 


Tue Caucus Committee of the Republicans 
of the New York Assembly sent an invita- 
tion to the Republican Caucus Committee of 
the New York Senate yesterday to meet 
them. The latter body returned answer that 
all the Republican members of the Senate 
were not in Albany. It is not at all certain 
that the anti-Conkling members will enter 
the caucus at all, knowing that the machine- 
men are in a majority. There are only eight 
Senators who are favorable to the renomina- 
tion of Conkling, and it is not certain that they 
will sustain him throughout anyth ing like a 
prolonged struggle. Gov. Cornell is credited 
with Senatorial aspirations, and to that fact 
is attributed the article in the Albany Zz- 
press advising Conkling to withdraw from 
the contest, there being no chance of his 
election. The Express has, however, been 
whipped into line, and comes out to-day in 
an article strongly supporting Conkling, 
There are indications of an alliance between 
the Conklingites and some of the Democratic 
legislators, but the Democratic leaders will 
probably prevent this in the hope that 
the whole matter will de referred 
back to the people.

A Suit Involving the Possession of a 
Large Amountof Real Estate in Pitts- 
burg-The Claimants Are an Indian 
Woman and Her Half- Breed Daugh- 
ter.

Prrrsnund, Pa., May 23.—One of the most 
important cases ever tried in this State will 
be called to-morrow in the United States 

Circuit Court here, the Hon. Joseph Bradley, 

of the United States Supreme Court, presid- 

ing. Your readers will remember the case 
of Cub-a-You-Quit, daughter of William 

Mowry, formerly of Pittsburg, which was 

tried about to years ago, and in which the 

defendants were successful. The suit, the 
trial of which is to commence to-morrow, is 
similar in nature, but varies in one 
important particular. In the Cub-a- 

You-Quit case the plaintiffs failed to 

prove a legal marriage between the 

mother of the girl and William Mowry, but 
in the present case, instituted by a cousin of 

Cub-a-You-Quit, it is claimed there will be 

no difficulty on that score. The history of 

this case is as follows: Alexander Addison 

Mowry, a brother of William Mowry, settled 

in Saginaw Valley, Michigan, in 184 or 

thereabouts. That section of the country 
was then a wilderness, inhabited only by 

Indians and a few white traders. Addison 

Mowry, who was a sort of a hale fellow well 

met, followed the general custom of the 

whites and took to himself as wife O-Gaw- 

Baish-Kow-Mo-Quay, who was noted for her

A Test Case Made Up te Decide as to 
the Constitutionality of the Kansas 
Liquor Law—A Decision to Be Ren- 
dered Friday.

LEAVENWORTH, Kas., May 28.—One of the 
test cases brought by the Kansas Pharma- 
ceutical Association to determine the consti- 
tutionality of the State Pronibition law, or 
more partievlarly to establish their status 
under that law, was brought in the District 

Court in this county to-day before Judge 

Crozier. One of the members of the Asso- 

ciation filed four informations against S. II. 

Holmes, a leading druggist of this city, with 

his consent, it being agreed that all costs in 

the ease would be borne by the Associa- 
tion. The Prohibition law forbids the sale 
of liquors or compounds of any kind which 
ean intoxicate, even for medicinal, scientific, 
or mechanical purposes, until a license for 
such sale shall have been taken out from the 
Probate Court. Mr. Holmes had taken out 
no license, and the compounds he sold were 
essence of lemon, bay rum, tincture of gen- 
tian compound, and Dr, McLean’s biood pu- 
rifier and strengthening cordial,—alleged in 
the information to be of the same strength as 
proof spirits or whisky, whith is 9% per 
cent. See. 10 of the Prohibition act, under 
which the information is drawn, says: All 
the liquors mentioned in Sec. 1 of this act, 
which include all malt, spirituous, or vinous 
and all other liquors or mixtures thereof, by 
whatever names called, that will produce in- 
toxication, shall be considered and held to 
be intoxicating liquors within the meaning 
of thisact.” The defense set up that when 
the act rmits the Probate Judge 
to issue license it confers this juris- 
diction upon the Probate Court, which is 
clearly unconstitutional. This the prosecution 
denies, and apy the Probate Court is not 
given this jurisdiction, hence is constitution- 
al. Further, the defense set up that the sale

Sev- 
eral thousand excited people are now sur- 
rounding the scene of the disaster, and many 
women and children are screaming and be- 
wailing the loss of their husbands, fathers, 
or friends. The concussion shook buildings 
for several blocks distant.

A QUESTION OF “ BENEVOLENCE.” 
The idea of * benevolent life-insurance”’ is an 
absurdity at the very outset. Life insurance is 
a business matter, based upon eolid common 
sense; a contract in which a man pays a certain 
specified sum for a fixed term of years, or dur; 
ing his entire life, and receives in return an ex- 
act amount paid to himself as an endowment or 
to his designated beneficiaries after his death. 
This is a plain, hovest transaction, and nothing 
else ever was or ever can be life- insurance. 
There is no such thmg as “ benevolent” life-in- 
surance; any more than there is charitable fire- 
insurance, generous marine insurance, or 
beneficent banking. But there are hundreds of 
societies, the members of which sincerely be- 
lieve them to be benevolent in conception, 
which do a pseudo life-insurance business. That 
is to say. the officers, some of whom are 
always paid regular ealaries fur practicing 
“benevolence,” vaunt the superiority of 
the indemnity offered in comparisoa to 
that afforded by the genuine old 
companies, both in security and cost; and yet, 
on the other hand, when State supervision or 
legal restraint is talked about, protest pyeously 
that they are not life-insurance organizations at 
all. Without foolmg time away to inquire why 
a thing is life-insurance when new business is 
wanted, and charity when the right to examine 
into it isinsisted upon, let us conclusively ex- 
tode the claim this form of so-called assurance 
to the name of * benevolence.” 

In real lite- insurance companies, after a man 
has paid a few premiums his policy begins to 
have a fixed cash value, and it grows in worth, 
as it obviously ought, the longer he keeps pay- 
It is so much mo ey to him, or bis heirs. no 
matter if he nev makes another payment. 
But ina benevolent society a man may chi 
in his assessments regularly for five years,—if 
the concern lives that long.—and if he then 
misses a single payment his “ charitabie”’ 
brethren and their noble-hearted presi- 
dent and secretary will tbrow him 
out at once. All he has paid counts 
for nothing. Surrender value is a term they 
know not of. If he wishes to learn what it 
means he must go to a legitimate srg omg aud 

the added cost of a policy for the five years 
he bas frittered away in the “benevolent” 
fraud: if indeed bis health bas not in that time 
become so impaired that he vannot be accepted 
at all. This fact, that no matter bow long a 
man remains a member of one of these soeieties 
de loses all ho bus put in as soon as be misses 
one payment, shows bow utterly preposterous is 
their claim to “benevolence. Real life- 
insurance policies increase in value with each 
payment, pot because the companies are 
& charitable,” but because they are just. A man 
never looks for “benevolence” in any other 
business transaction. He onty looks for, and has 
a right to ex t. equity. This he obtains in bis 
dealings with the long known and well tried old 
line life companies. If be thinks he gets the 
same thing in a society which takes his money 
until he can pay no longer, and then'throws him 
overboard without a cent to show for all he has 
paid in, he hardly seems to need benevolence 80 
much as he does a strait-jacket.

Tur decree calling for a Consultative Par- 
liament in Russia, which originated with

NEWSPAPEB-FOBGERIES EXPOSED. 

There are two kinds of newspaper “ enter- 
prise.“ One kind consists in having all the 
news and printing it quietly. The other kind 
consists in claiming to have it, and boasting 
over it, but not having it or printing it in any 
shape whatever. 

The fraudulent newspaper on Wells street 
has deliberately adopted the latter pian. It 
presumes upon the ignorance and gullibility 
of its readers, and attempts to cram down 
their throats mammoth fictions concerning 
its enterprise and lavishness which ex- 
ist only in its imagination. 

We assert and are prepared to prove that it 
has for months past regularly printed forged 
cable dispatches; that the alleged inter- 
view with Rochefort was such a forgery; 
that the “interview with Louise Michel was 
another; that the account of the marriage of 
the Princess Stephanie was another; that the 
alleged forecast of changes in the Old and 
New Testament was another, and the most 
audacious of all. 

The venerable swindler who is responsible 
for these forgeries and boasts of them has 
been repeatedly challenged to prodwoe re- 
ceipts from the cable company to show that 
he received any of the aforesaid dispatches 
by ocean cable, and he has uniformly de- 
clined the chatlenge.

It actually presumed to such a degree on 
the ignorance of the New Testament among 
its readers as to give them column after col- 
umn of the Gospels as printed 270 years ago, 
and attempted to palm it off on them for the 
revised New Testament. We do not ask any- 
body to believe this except upon a compari- 
son of the texts. The following passages will 
show how outrageous and extensive the at- 
tempted fraud was. Readers who seek to 
make the comparisons for themselves should 
get the Saturday morning edition of the 
Times, in which the alleged “special dis- 
patch” from New York appeared, as the 
King James version was corrected the fol- 
lowing day from a printed copy of the re- 
vised Testament.

THE CENTRAL PACIFIC SUIT. 

The value of the Jaw known as the Thur- 
man law willsoon be tested by the suit which 
the Government has instituted against the 
Central Pacific Railroad Company. The pur- 
pose of this law fs to compel the subsidized 
Pacific railroads to provide currently for the 
ultimate payment of the bonds advanced 
to them. It is the law which Judge ‘rhur- 
man urged with so much ability and Judge 
Stanley Matthews fought so persistently in 
the United States Senate. It was the oppo- 
sition made to it by Judge Matthews while 
he was in the Senate which formed one of 
the principal protests against his appoint- 
ment and confirmation as Associate Justice 
of the Supreme Court. One of the replies 
made by his friends was that he would not be 
called upon to pass upon this law, since its 
constitutionality had already been affirmed. 
The whole scope of the law, however, will 
come before the Court in the suit which has 
been brought, and it will be made operative 
or inoperative according to the verdict that 
shall be given. 

The Thurman law provides, in brief, that 
the Central and Union Pacific Railroads shall 
pay into the United States Treasury 25 per 
cent of their net earnings each amd every 
year, said money to go into a sinking fund, 
which shall apply to the extinguishment of 
the debt and interest assumed by the Govern- 
ment for the construction of those roads. It 
is also provided that no dividend shall be de- 
clared by these companies until the provis- 
ions in regard to the sinking fund shall be 
fully carried out. The Auditor of Railroad 
Accounts claims that the Central Pacific has 
violated this law in both particulars. 

The Government case rests upon the state- 
ment that the books of the Central Pacific 
Company for the past two years have shown 
a large deficiency, and that the Company has 
refused to acknowledge its liability to the 
Government under the Thurman law. Nev- 
ertheless, the Company deciared a semi-annu- 
al dividend of3 percent. If these two eireum- 
stances be correctly stated the officers of the 
Company seem to have subjected themselves 
to criminal.prosecution, for the law provides 
that every person concerned in a declaration 
of dividend when companies arein arrears 
to the Government shall not only be liable 
for the full amount due the United States, 
but shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and, on conviction thereof, shall be punished

THE ERRATIC MR. CONKLING. 

Mr. Conkling’s recent course involves so 
many contradictions that it is not easy to re- 
capitulate all of them, but some of them may 


be mentioned which will be sufficient to show 
that his political judgment is completely ob- 
tuscated. 

Mr. Conkling’s letter to Gov. Cornell ac- 
companying his resignation was a formal 
declaration of candidacy for reélection as a 
vindication of the position he had taken in 


nounced that he was not a candidate, but 
preferred to retire to private life and the 
practice of law. 

He said to a friend after he had resigned 
that, since the President had been successful 
in carrying his point, and since New York 
was an Administration State, that State 
should be represented by two Administra- 
tion Senators.

But in the strife for such vindication he now 
personally undertakes the organization of 
combinations, contemplating even an alli- 
ance with the Democrats, to bring about a re- 
election, which, under such conditions, can- 
not possibly be construed even as a local ap- 
proval of his course, 

Conkling declares his purpose of going 
back to the Senate, if at all, as an Independ- 
ent,—a position that will warrant him in an- 
tagonizing not merely the present Adminis- 
tration, but all measures originated er sup- 
ported by the Republican party, and would 
absolutely destroy the hope of the Republic- 
ans to control the present Congress. To en- 
able him to do this, he asks a Republican 
Legislature to re@lect him, and enters upon 


the desired result. 

Conkling now announces as his ultimatum 
that he and Platt must be ro over the 
present Slough of Despond in same boat. 
This practical return of Mr. Conkling to take 
two seats in the United States Senate is said 
to be impessible of achievement.

If he shall fail of re- 
election after unscrupulously employing 
all the opportunities for bargain and 
trade. which are at his command, 
his defeat wil de a blow from 
which he can never recover. If he succeed 
in securing a reélection by the use of existing 
opportunities and machine appliances, he 
will resume his seat only as a mischief- 
maker, and deprived of the prestige and 
patronage which have combined during late 
years to give him a leading position in Amer- 
ican politics, 

Vacillation is an inexcusable weakness in a 
statesman, or even a politician. The suc- 
cesstul “trimmer” does not vacillate, or at 
least avoids the appearance of doing 80. 
But Mr. Conkling has not made his way as a 
“trimmer.” He has been in the -habit of 
pursuing apparently a straightforward 
course, indulging all his whims,- never re- 
canting, but riding roughshod over all ob- 
stacles. Now that he hesitates, changes, 
concedes, and tacks about with every puff of 
wind, he has not the claim upon public ad- 
miration which he has heretofore enjoyed in 
spite of his arrogant manner and indifference 
to party success, but will be regarded with 
universal distrust and more or less contempt. 


THE SCRUTIN DE LISTE. 

The practical benefits arising from Gam- 
betta’s triumph in foreing the scrutin-de- 
iste mode of voting through the Chamber 
of Deputies remain to be tested. All that is 
certain is that it will give Gambetta great 
power, and will tend to centralize and con- 
solidate the Republican strength by wiping 
out of existence the almost innumerable fac- 
tions that now swarm in the Chamber and 
fluctuate frem one side of the great 
questions to another with a rapidity, 
and at times with a desperation, that 
seriously embarrass the Government. From 
our own political point of view, the old form 
of the scrutin d’arrondissement seems the 
best and most available; in fact, the other 


form would open the way to such underhand 
work and corruption that it would not be 
tolerated here beyond asingle campaign. 


representative district in France elects its 
own member exactiy as we elect Congress- 
men, and as this best serves the purpose un- 
der our form of government, it is hard to see 
why it is not the best under a similar form of 
government in another country. By the scru- 
tin-de-liste system the representatives from a 
certain number of districts are elected upon 
one ticket, as we elect Presidential Electors, 
or as if the voters of Chicago should vote for 
all the Congressmen from this State upon one 


ticket. Thereis this distinction to be made, 
however, between the French and our own 
people, that while Americans are compara- 


tively cool and calm in their elections, thor- 
oughly canvass candidates, and are actu- | 
ated by a desire to secure good men, who in 
turn are expected to carry out their wishes 
and completely represent them, thus making 
their party a unit in Congress, the French 
are actuated by impulse, passion, and local 
prejudice, and their candidates are not ex- 
empt from the same influences, so that they 
are quite as apt to be elected to gratify fancy 
or caprice as to satisfy the demands of prin- 
ciple, and therefore as frequently represent 
fancy or caprice as they do the party or its 
policy. A body elected in this manner can- 
not be homogeneous. It naturally divides it- 
self into factions, representing all sorts of 
local issues, and in a time of emergency its 
unanimity is not always assured. This has 
happened over and over again to the 
French Chamber, and the Republican lead- 
ers have frequently found it to be difficult, if 
not impossible, to marshal their forces for a 
concerted movement. By the scrutin-de- 
liste system the Republicans in the Chamber 
will be much more likely to represent the 
party, the Government will be more strongly 
consolidated, factions will be dispersed, and 
there is this personal advantage to the lead- 
ers: that they will be enabled to strengthen 
their hold upon office and power,—an advan- 
tage, however, which would not be looked 
upon favorably in this country. Under our 
political methods, indeed, the scrutin de 
liste would open wide the gates to corruption 
and bad practices. Were such a system in 
vogue here all the candidates from an entire 
State, for instance, would be decided upon 
in one Convention, and that Convention 
would bein the hands of a ring of party- 
leaders who would manipulate it to suit their 
own purposes, and in the ease of bad men 
those purposes could be all the more easily 
carried out, because it would be simply im- 
possible for the electors to canvass the claims 
of so many candidates, or to form an intelli- 
gent idea of their merits, their ability, their 
records, or even of their personal character. 
The people would literally be at the mercy of 
rings. Under such a system there would un- 
questionably be a representation of the party, 
but there might not be a representation of 
principles, and there would not be arepresen- 
tation of the people. The latter would scarcely 
havea voice in polities, This must of ne- 
cessity be the result in France, and the ad- 
vantage therefrom hinges upon the question 
whether such a consolidation of power and 


assertion of party is better adapted To French 
Republicanism than the active participation 
of the people and their personal representa- 
tion.

TAXES ON FOOD. 

The people of — — and of Sweden, and 
of other countries in Europe, are just dow 
brought face to face with one of the gre@test 
of all social questions that can arise in any 
land In all these countries it is now an 
established fact that the production of bread- 
stuffs is insufficient, and that to sustain life 
among the population grain must be brought 
in from beyond the State lines, and that this 
grain must, directly or indirectly, be ob- 
tained from the United States. Sweden has, 
of course, to import American, wheat; but 
Sweden has also found it necessary to im- 
port American corn in order to furnish food 
for -the live stock of the country and 
supply the population with beef and 
other meats. The home producers 
have demanded and obtained from 
the Government an import tax on corn, not 
for the purpose of revenue, but to keep up 
the price of grain, and especially of potatoes. 
This tax ts a tax on food; it is a tax upon 
those who undertake to feed cattle. It is a 
tax on corn entering into use as bread, and a 
tax on those who are trying to Increase the 
supply of meat, as well as upon those who 
keep cows for dairy purposes and who raise 
and work horses. The Parliament of Sweden 
in just now wrestling with the problem 
whether it is cheaper to let the people buy 
food for themselves and their live stock 
cheaper than it can be produced and sold for 
at home, or whether the privilege shall be 
limited to buying all the food they need, pay- 
ing therefor a tax to make its cost equal to

They 
object that in the United States the flour 
mills are planted in the wheat districts ; that 
the Americans reduce their wheat to flour; 


that they can transport the flour made from 


a given quantity of wheat to France at less 
cost than the wheat itself can be transported, 
and that therefore they can deliver flour in 
France at a less price than can the French 
millers using the same American wheat. 
They demand, therefore, of the French Par- 
liament that the new tariff shall impose 
such a tax on American flour as 
will cut off the importation of such 
flour into France, enabling the French 
millers to have a monopoly of all the manu- 
facture of flour from American wheat. The 
millers of France demand protection against 
the mills of Minneapolis, They claim that 
Franee concedes much when it permits 
Americans to sell their wheat in France. 
This concession is probably extenuated in 
their minds by the fact that the wheat pro- 
duction of France is altogether insafficient 
to meet the popular necessity for food, and 
that the more wheat brought into France the 
greater the work.and the greater the profit of 
the millers. Nevertheless, the question comes 
back directly as to the policy of taxing the food- 
supply of the country. Shall the bread of 
the people of France be taxed for the ex- 
clusive benefit of the millers ? The deficiency 
in the national supply of bread has to be 
supplied from America. This country can 
furnish the wheat, or it can furnish the 
wheat in the form of flour, the latter made 
80 economically that it can be furnished 
cheaper than the French mills can produce 
it. The millers ask the Government to inter- 
pose its authority by so taxing the American 
flour that its manufacture must be trans 
ferred to France. 

The trouble is, that the duty on American 
wheat has already been increased to protect 
the home producers. The latter took care of 
themselves, and left the millers outside. Now 
the millers want protection also, and, of course, 
will get it, and the net result will be that, 
whether in the form of wheat or flour, the 
consumers of France will have to pay a 
round sum of tax on every pound of bread. 
Nor is the tax one from which they can pos- 
sibly escape. France must import wheat or 
flour. It is not an optional purchase, and it 
must pay what the markets of the world de- 
mand. Whatever that price may be tue tax 
will be a self-imposed addition to the cost of 
every man’s loaf of bread. In France, as in 


the other States of Europe where these pro- 


tective rules are imposed upon breadstuffs 
and provisions, protection is invoked to re- 
duce the quantity of food hereafter within 
the reach of the already impoverished and 
scantily-fed people, 


Tue situation of the Bey of Tunis is 
almost ludicrous, When it became ap- 
parent that the French were not only bent 
upon punishing the Kroumir, but upon 
invading his realm, he appealed to the 
Powers, but without avail. Then he ap- 
pealed to Turkey, and Turkey in turn 
appealed for him to the Powers, with similar 
results, the Powers intimating that Turkey 
had no special claims upon Tunis that war- 
ranted her in making such an appeal. 
Meantime the French kept steadily on their 
way and captured two of their most impor- 
tant fortresses, Tabasca and Keff. Acting 
under instructions, the French Consul, who 
has lately been made Resident Minister, 
ordered him to dismiss seventeen of his 
officials who were reported to be hostile 
towards France, and still later, 
pressure, he was compelled to sign a 
treaty with the French which sub- 
stantially places his country under a French 
protectorate. The Porte, incensed at this 
action, deposed him, but as the Powers had 
already decided that Turkey had no claims 
on him, instead of relinquishing his position 
he remains in statu quo, being helped there- 
to also by the refusal of the French to let 
him “step down and out.” He there 
fore holds the somewhat anomalous position 
of oceupying a throne, without the consent 
of his Suzerain who placed him there, at 
the command of his enemies who have coolly 
appropriated his Kingdom. The Bey seems 
to be very much in the condition of the little 
old woman who was uncertain as to her 
identity after her petticoats had been snipped.

THE SCIO EARTHQUAKE. 


An Interesting Account of the Disaster 
Received by the Navy Department. 
Rear- Admiral Howell, under date of Castella- 

mare di Stabio, May 2, transmits to the Navy 

Department a report made by certain officers of 

the United States steamer Galena upon the 

earthquake whieh recently occurred at Scio. 

The report is signed by Lieut. H. O. Ritten- 
house, Master Austin M. Knight, and Midship- 
man Harry Mel. Huse, and addressed to 
Commander James O’ Kane, and is, in subatance, 
as follows: 

Sin: In obedience to your orders of the th 
inst. we proceeded, on the arrival of the Galena 
at Kastro, to gather such intormation as would 
— us to make up the report herewith sub- 

itted. The urst four days were ocoupied in 
visiting the ruins of the City of Kastro and its 
suburbs, noting the age sustained 


and thie measures instituted for 
the relief of the peop The coun- 
try to the southward was visited, 


including such hamniets or small towns as were 
within convenient reach. 22 attention was 
given to the subject of tida enomena alon 

the coast. The Island of Scio, which suffere 

more from the shock than any adjacent land. 
bas au area of about square miles, The 
uorthern part is mountainous, and supports but 
a few inhabitants, while the southern portion is 
undulating, more thickly settled, and well cuitt- 
vated. The valleys especially are exceedingly 
fertile, and produce pg mastie, aud the nu- 
merous gardea products. The population of the 
entire island before the shock is estimated at 
75,000. The Capital City is Kastro, on the east- 
ern coast, containing about 15,000 inhabitants. 
An old Genoese custie, in the northeastern 
quarter of the city, was occupied bya mixea 
population of Turks and Jews, from d to 1,000 
in number. With the above exception the pop- 
ulation of the island is of Greek origin. The 


first disturbance occu at Kastro shortly 
after noon of Sunday, April 8 and was 
felt throughout the island and on the 


mainland beyond Smyrna. This was at once 
the most serious and disastrous shock that ooc- 
curred. it was followed, however, by others of 
great force during the afternoon and night, 
which did but little damage, only because the 
destruction bad been so complete at first. The 
shock came without warning, and so violently 
that the crash immediately commenced. The 


houses were from two to three stories high 
generally old, and poorly built of stone and 
mortar. The roofs and floors were the first to 
yield, and were soon followed by the walis 
many of which fell, cutting off eseape and 
burying the victims under the débris, which in 
many places filled the streets from side to side, 
and to a hight of eight or ten feet. Those who 
were not killed or wounded became terror- 
stricken, and, to add to the horrors, the atmos- 
phere became dark from dust and smoke.

TOO HOT. 

While it is not the intention of anybody to 
belittle the importance the barge lines down 
the Mississippi have achieved as grain car- 
riers during the past winter, yet the fact can- 
not be denied, although the St. Louis papers 
keep up their usual amount of braggadocio, 
that the new route via New Orleans will 
amount to but little during the summer 
months, when business will seek the cheap- 
est and most available route via the lakes 
and the canal, or even by lake to Buffalo, and 
rail from that point to the seaboard. While 
it takes careful handling in this northern 
latitude to prevent grain from heating during 
the hot weather, it will be entirely impossi- 
ble to transport grain through the torrid 
climate via New Orleans. Although the 
really hot weather has not yet set in, it is 
reported that grain shipped by the barge- 
lines during the last two or three weeks 
heated and swelled so badly as to make it un- 
fit for the market. Even the Southern rail- 
road lines, which can take freight through 
much quicker than the barges, find it impos- 
sible to transport grain safely during the hot 
summer months.

PRESENTED WITH A GOLD MEDAL. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 

MANISTEE, Mich., May 23.—Capt. Chariés 
Gnewuch, of the tug Williams, of the Canfield 
Tug Line of this city, bas just received a very 
bandsome compliment from the Government in 
the shupe of a gold medal of the first class,awarded 
him under the act of Congress of June, 1874, for 
heroic deeds in saying lives from the perils of 
the sea. The Captain is a very modest, unas- 
suming gentleman, and is unusually reticent re- 
garding the high honor which has been be- 
stowed upon him. The medal is a splendid 
piece of work, about two inches in di- 
ameter. On one side is the pieture of three 
men in a boat, amid the splashing billows of a 
furious storm, engaged in throwing lines and 
rescuing struggling persons from the water. In 
the background is the wreck of a vessel going 
to pieces in the storm. This picture, which is in 
raised figures, is surrounded by the inscription, 
“ Life-Saving Medal of the First-Clasa, United 
States of America.“ On the other side of the 
medal is a picture of a woman standing by the 
side of a shield on which is insaribed, 
„To Capt. Charles Gnewuch for signal heroism 


in saving life from shipwreck, 1874—188v."’ 
Around tbis,on the outer edge, are the words, 
In testimony of heroic d in savi life 


from the perils of the sea. Underneath are 
the words, Act of Congress, June 2, 1874.” 
The medal contains about $75 worth of gold. 
Senator Ferry transmitted the! estimontal with © 
personal letter. and uaccompauying it, also, is the 
following from the Secretary of the Treusu ry; 
Sin: I have the bhonorto transmit hbere- 
with the gold life-saving medal which 
has been awarded to you under au- 
thority of the act of June DW, 1874, 
in recognition of signal heroism shown by you 
in rescuing a number of persons on several oc- 
casions from the perils of the sea. The papers 
presented to the Department in this case show 
that at various times since the date of the law 
authorizing the award of medais for such acts, 
* ba ve saved from drowning in the waters of 
ake Michigan twenty-four persons, and in 
nearly every instance at the imminent peril of 
your own life. In November, 1874, you res- 
cued two wen from a capsized  fish- 
boat 8 Northwest saow-storm. 
In October, 1879, you organized a crew and went 
out in a frail boat during a terrible gale to save 
six men clinging to a capsized schooner, which 
was completely broken up balf an hour after 
you achieved their deliverance. In February, 
1880, you dragged out from the ice a man on the 
point of penshing, and took him home to his 
wife and fourchildten. In April, 1880, five times 
in succession you drove up your tug alongside a 
foundering schooner, over which the sea 
was sweeping in the hight of a 
furious tempest, and succeeded by this noble 
tenacity in taki off the eleven men on board 
twenty minutes fore the vessel went down.

There are now only 
two missionaries—widows of niissionaries— 
on the field. There is a proposition from the 
colored. Sunday-schools of South Caro- 
lina to support a missionary in the 
African field. The Committee recommended 
the Board to accept the proposition. Arthur 
Arlington, of Leeds, offers $35,000 for the es- 
tablishment of missions in the Soudan, on 
condition that $15,000 be raised by the Church 
of America. He bespoke the thought and 
interest of the Union on this proposition. 
The Rev. Mr. Brawley, of South Carolina, 
said that a little more than two years ago the 
conviction dawned on the people of South 
Carolina that they should do something on 
the mission field of Africa. This conviction 
was followed by the sending of the 
Rev. Harrison. U. Bavie to Liberia. The 
people of South Carolina were now con- 
vinced that thelr work was somewhat 
irregular, and they were now ready to co- 
operate with the Union. He also believed 
that the people of North Carolina and 
Georgia would also join with this Union it 
the proposition were rightly placed before 
The Hon. George W. Williams, ef Ohio, 
was surprised that in all the Dark Conti- 
nent” there were only two Baptist mission- 
aries. He thought, from what he knew of 
the people of that Continent, that they would 
gladly hear the Gospel preached, This Con-

A SHOE STRIKE. 

At Tilt’s shoe factory, 69 State street, a strike 
of not very formidable proportions was begua 
yesterday by a certain class of Crispins known 
as bottomers. Only eighteen bottomers are em- 
pioyed, but as all struck except three the effect 
was to temporarily cripple the estab ishment. 
The proprietor stated that he would not accede 
tothe demand, and bad adveriised for new 
hands. Previous to the Ist of January last he 
had been paying the following scale of wages: 
Lasters, 20 cents per pair; inseamers, 35 cents; 
rounders, 20 cents; stitchers, 3 cents; making 
the total for bottuming a pair of shoes, $1.10. 

On that date, in order to equatize the wages and 
still pay $1.10 per pair, he made a six months’ 
contract with his men at the tollowing rate, 
which, it will be seen, advanced some and re- 
duced others: Lasters, 18% cents; inseamers, 
36% cents; rounders, 18% cents; stitchers, 36% 
cents. On the strength of this rate of wages 
Mr. Tilt entered into six months’ contracts with 
his customers for their shoe supply. The lasters 
and rounders now strike for a restoration of the 
twenty cent rate, while the iuseamers and 
stitchers want an advance of 5 cents per pair. 

Mr. Tilt says he told his men that if they would 
stick to the contract until July 1, he would then 
arrange a scale of wages on market values 
of that date.

TRAFFIC IN BOYS. 
ARREST OF A PADRONE AND HIS WIFE. 

Officer O. L. Dudley, of the Ulinois Humane 
Society, yesterday succeeded in unearthing a 
flagrant case of padronism and bringing the 
guilty parties before the Police Magistrate. 
The prosecution was brougtt for violation of a 
law passed in May, 1877, which provides that it 
shall be unlawful to employ children under 14 
years of age as street-singers or beggars. -The 
accused persons were Francois Vanbeck and a 
woman who passes as his wife, and there is no 
doubt that they have been for years engaged in 
the practice of using children as beggars. 

The Humane Society has been on the track of 
Vanhbeck for nearly two years. In January, 1880, 
a letter was received from the Pennsylvania 
Society for the Protection of Children, askin 
the Illinois Society to hunt up a boy name 
Charles Christian, a native of Coutrai, Belgium. 
whe was believed to have fallen into the hands 
of man Vunbeck, who is also a Belgian. 
Not i come of the investigation then madc, 
but in uly. 1880, the Palladelphia people wrote 
again, inciosing 

A LETTER WHICH HAD BEEN RECEIVED 
from the padrone. The letter was in the French 
language, and is transiated as follows: 

CHICAGO, 1880.— We have received your letter 
which gave us pleasure to learn that you are in 
good health and we are also in good health. As 
to the boy tell me if his mother’s name is Lusia 
and if he bas only one arm. I found him on the 
mountains in going hunting. Tell me in good 
faith how much you will give if I get you the 
boy and you will place the money with some- 
body else. Tell me in what way you will ar- 
range it. Let me know as soon as possible. 1 
will not remain in Chicago much longer. Wait- 
ing one answer [ remain your sincere friend

The Philadeiphia Society at that time wrote

The New Orleans boy is a bright 
little fellow, probably about 13 years old. 

It proved to be impossible to hold Vanheck on 
the charge growing out of the older boy’s de- 
tention, but he washeld in $300 bail to the 
Criminal Court on the other charge. The 
woman was discharged and the older boy was 
booked as destitute, so as to give the authorities 
an opportunity to correspond witb his friends 
and the Philadelphia Society. The other boy 
was given into the hanas of the Christian 
Brothers. There is no charge of ill-treatment 
or cruelty to the children, but the Illinois 
Humane Society is determined to break up the 
traffic in human lives carried on by these 
padrones, and will do every thing possible to put 
an end to this form of white slavery.

BROAD-TIRED WAGONS. 
THEIR MANUFACTURE IN CHICAGO. 

Yesterday afternoona reporter called at the 
wagon manufactory of Schuttler & Hotz and in- 
quired about the amount of business doing in 
broad-tire wagons. Mr. Hotz stated that the 
use of such vehicles was not very extensive, nor 
was it perceptibly increasing. There were afew 
sections of the country where none but broad- 
tire wagons ever could be used, and from such 
localities there was a steady though moderate 
patronage. 

In teply to the question as to what localities 
wereusing them, Mr. Hotz stated that the lum- 
ber régions of Michigan, where there was heavy 
hauling on sawdust roads, used them exclusive- 
ly, and the firm was now filling an order forship- 
ment to California for use in the swamps. e 
principal demand is from Maryland, where 
wagons with four-inch tire are free of toll on 
the tucnpikes, all other vehicles be rated ac- 
cording to the width of tire. They have been 
used in that State fora quarter of a century. 
Mr. Hotz said they were not superseding the 
narrower tire, but that in most of the places 
where they are used none «ther would answer 
the purpose. His opinion was that there would 
be objection to a fvuur-inch tice for city 
use one reason being that they 
could not run on the horse-car tracks, 
another being the fear of teamsters that they 
made too heavy hauling when the streets were 
soft with spring mud. He was in favor of a 
two and a halt or three-inch tire. During the 
last ten years there had been in Chicago an in- 
crease of the maximum width of balf an inch, 
the widest in 1870 being only two inches. 


EXPOSITION BUILDING. 


CORPORATION-COUNSEL ADAMS’ OPINION. 

The opinion of Corporation-Counsel Adams 
in reference to the occupancy of the Lake- 
Front by the Exposition Butiding was handed 
to Controller Gurney yesterday by the Mayor. 
After giving a history of the Inter-State Expo- 
sition Company and its dealings with the city, 
he arrives at the following conciusions: 

First, that the Inter-State Industrial Expo- 
sition has, since May 1, 1876, occupied the prem- 
ises in question without any permission what- 
ever, and merely at sufference. 

“Second, that, by the terms of its own peti- 
tion for permission to occupy the premises, and 
by the terms of the resolivon passed in con- 
formity with that petition, itis bound to re- 
move the building from the premises when or- 
dered to do so by the city. 

“ Third, the Inter-State Industrial Exposition, 
by permitting the Rajiroad Company to occupy 
any part of the premises, direciiy violated the 
terms upon which the Association was permitted 
to erect the Exposition Building and occupy the 
promises. 

If the city desires possession of the premises, 
and the Association deciines to surrender such 
possession peaceably, I have no doubt that it can 
be ousted by an acuon at law.“ 

Now that this opinion bas been rendered, Con- 
troller Gurney proposes tu have a fair rental for 
the property or compel the Exposition Company 
to vacate. He says mat there will be no “ ifs or 
ands about that, because the city is in need of 
all the revenue it can secure, and if the Exposi- 
tion Company desires to remain in possession of 
the ground it now occupies there wiil be no 
trouble if the proper lease is signed and a fair 
rental paid. The Controller insists upon having 
a thorough understanding between the Exposi- 
and Directors and the vity. 


THE COUNTY BOARD. 
MISCELLANEOUS BUSINESS. 

A regular meeting of the Board of County 
Commissioners was beld yesterday afternoon in 
the new Court-House. All of the Commissioners 
were present, and Chairman Purington presided. 

The Committee on Public Buildings presented 
a report recommending the payments of estt- 
mates for work on the building to the amouut ot 
884. % 1. Adopted. The same Committee re- 
ported in favor of the purchase of suitable tur- 
niture for the Judges’ chambers and court- 
rooms. Adopted. 

The Finance Committee recommended the 
adoption of a resolution in regard to the sale of 
the old Reform School property. It was made a 
special order for the next meeting. 

DESTROYED BRIDGES. 

The Committee on Roads and Bridges reported 
that the Committee had visited the Town of 
Niles, and found that four of the bridges across 
the river had been wasbed away by the recent 
flood. The sum of $3,600 was required to replace 
them, and the Committee recommended that the 
Board appropriate $1,500 of the money needed. 

The Committee on Town and Town Accounts 
reported in favor of the payment of bills to the 
amount of $1,399.81. The Lemont Supervisor 
bad asked that twenty-two persons in that town 
be sent to the County Poor- House, and the Com- 
mittee reported in favor of granting his request. 
Adopted. 

NO INCRBASE OF SALARIES. 

The Committee on Public Service recommend- 
ed the payment of miscellaneous bills to the 
amount of $46.2. The Committee recommended 
that the application from the Deputy-Sheriifs 
and Bailiffs for an increase in salaries be re- 
fused, on account of. the state of the county's 
finances, and reported in favor ot keeping all 
salaries at the present figures, and placing all 
future petitions for an iocrease of salary on file. 

Commissioner Ender submitted a minority re- 
port, recommending that the salaries be raised 
atthe rate of $100 r year. He based his rec- 
ommendation on the 1 — other salaries had 
been raised without ection, 

Commissioner W spoke in fuvor of the ma- 
jority report. He did not believe in bankrupting

Miss Rose Wood, who is favorably kaown to 


and in method correct.

These figures embrace the accounts of the 
Burlington & Missouri River Railroad in Ne- 
braska in both years.

Correspondent. 
To the Editor of the New York Herald. 

Men entertaining infidel opinions for the last 
twenty or more years, and until the appearance 
of Robert G. Ingersoll, have seldom obtruded 
themscives upou the public. There is nothing 
inthe manner or matter of modern divines 
ei ner to provoke or invite antagonism. Clergy- 
men do not, as formerly, dwell and linger upon 
the dark features of theology. Nothing is now 
heard of the fate of “infants not a span long.“ 
The ministry of our day is a ministry of peace, 
charity, and good will. This generation learns 
to love and serve, rather than todread and dis- 
trust, our Creator and our Savior. What- 
ever grounds existed formerly to tempt 
scoffers and revilers, the religion of our time 
disarms and silences unprejudiced criticis:n. 

Col. Ingersoll, whom I do not know, bas the 
reputation of being a gentleman of education, 
with a well-stored mind and attractive personal 
manner, who speaks fluently and cloquently. A 
mau thus gifted can do much good, but much 
more evil, according to the principics espoused 
and the line of conduct marked out for himself. 
Col. Ingersoll, it seems, upon his eatrance into 
active life, chose the left instead of the right 


believer in, a religion which has been making 
the world wiser, better, and happier for almost 
nineteen centuries, W.ihout questioning Col. 
Ingersoll’s sincerity, or impugning his motives, 
[am persuaded that if half the time and labor 
expended in fortifying himself with argu- 
ments against religion had been devoted to 
an intelligent and impartial consideration of 
the evidences establishing its truths, the 
country would have had. instead of 
a reviler, a gifted foliower of Him whose mis- 
sion, labors, and character, viewed merely from 
a woridiy standpoint, inspire admiration, affec- 
tion, and gratitude. Isit not, therefore, painful 
to see men richly endowed perverting their 
gifts, misusing their talents, in presumptuous 
revilings and ribald jestings against a Creator 
and a Savior from whom every earthly bounty 
and biessing emanate? 

No act of the Savior’s life and no word He 
ever uttered has been or can be construed or 
tortured into bostility to the welfare and hup- 
—— of every member of the human faisiiy. 
luman laws ure founded upon the Divine law. 
All that concerns our happiness bere and our 
hopes of happfuess hereafter is derived from 
the Scriptures. On the other hand, what hus 
infidelity dune for us? Who profits by its teach- 
ings? Atter depriving its followers of their 
beiief in a future, how does it compensate 
them? What does it offer in exchange for a 
lite of immortality? if, for example, Col. In- 
gersuli should be summoned to the bedside 
of a dying friend or relative, what words of 
comfort or of hope could ne otfer? Of what 
service could he be to that stricken friend? 
Would he aggravate the sulfcrings of one whose 
last hours needed soothing by telling him there 
was nothing but the cold. dark grave awaiting 
him? ‘This cruel theory is repelied not only by 
revelation, but by the laws of nature. Nature 
is instinct with evidences and contirmations of 
the truths cf revelation. ‘The vegetable and 
floral worid only die to live again. The products 
of the eurth live and die annually. The buried 
neorn reproduces the living oak. And yet infi- 
—— insists that man, the image of his Creator, 
wonderfully endowed and gifted, under whose 
auspices the world has been enlightened, ele- 
vated and adorned, is after a brief exist- 
ence to be as though he had never been. 
Contrast the labors of Voltaire and 
Paine with those of John Wesley. Can it 
be said with truth thut the former two made 
any one better or happier? Hundreds of thou- 
sands of the followers of John Wesley have 
lived and died, and other hundreds of thousands 
survive, rejoicing in their conversion from a 
sinful to a Christian life. The memory of Wes- 
ley 18 everywhere cherished by the good and 
the pure, while Voltaire and Paine are only re- 
— for the evil rather than for the good 

ey did. 

It it be urged that the promises-of the Savior 
have not all been realized, that sin still abounds, 
and that the world is as bad as ever, it may be 
answered that religion is working out its mis- 
sion; that its beniyn influences ure constantly 
extending; and that ligut is radiating the dark- 
est recesses of heathenism and idolatry. It re- 
quires no argument to demonstrate the fact 
mat our race is improved by civilization, or 
that civilization owes its origin and progress 
to retigion. To religious intluences we are 
indebted for all the reforins which bene- 
fit society. Uur Sunday-scbools were instituted 
in obedience to a Divine command. In these 
schools children are taught without money 
and without price” all that concerns their» res- 
ent welitare and their future bappiness. These 
intellectual nurseries have enricbed and tertil- 
ized, and continue to enrich and fertilize, every 
city, village, hamlet, and household throughout 
the Christian world. If religion has doue noth- 
ing more than to bless our race with the conse- 
crati intluences of Sunday-schools, scoffers 
should be shamed into silence.

INFIDELITY AND COMMUNISM. 


Infidels of all ages found their strongest argu- 
ments against revealed religion upon what they 
regard as improbable. And yet we are not 
called on to believe anything wore incompre- 
hensible than our own existence. We might 
with about the same degree of reason deny this 
fact as to refuse to believe in a future exist- 
ence. We know that we live in this world. Is it 
unreasonable to believe that we may live in an- 
other worid? If we are to believe nothing but 
what we understand, we should go through life 
incredulous and aimless. We are ready enough 
to believe on information tne things that reiate 
to this world. But we are slow to believe in 
prophecy and revelation, though both are cor- 
roborated by observation, experience, and 
events. Infidelity, claiming superiority ia 
“reason” and common-sense, as us to 
believe that all of grandeur and“ sublim- 
ity. all of vastness and power, in the 
beautiful beavens and upou the bountiful earth, 
comes by Chance; that everything is self-created 
and self-existing; and that law, order, and har- 
mony are accidents. Those who accept this 
theory would find its application to their busi- 
ness affairs anything but advantageous. lun 
delity and Communism are kindred in charac- 
ter, andaim by different methods to undermine 
the sanctions and securities upon which the 
world’s welfare and happiness rest. Intidelity 
strikes at religion; Communism at property. 
One seeks to weaken ovr faith, and the other 
demands for the idle and worthless an equal 
share in the savings of the industrious and 
frugal. Agrarianism (Communism of a milder 
type) came to us sume forty years ago from En- 
gland, with Fanny Wreht and Kobert Dale 
Oweu as its aposties. This bad clement bas 
been reinforced by Communism from France 
and Germany. All three are working out 
their destructive mission in a city where, 
unhappily, they tind codperation and sympathy. 
To these birds of iil omen comes infidelity, 
equaily aggressive, with Robert u. Ingersoll as 
its teacher. If it be said that, unlike the Com- 
munistic leaders, Mr. lagersoll is “a gentleman 
und a scholar,“ the dunger is thereby intensi- 
fied. The wonder is why a man of good charac- 
ter and associations should take pleasure in 
teachings whose practical effect is to make his 
hearers and readers worse iustead of better 
citizens. The strongest arrument urged against 
Christianity, from the days of Voltaire and 
laine, is, that bad men make a profession of it; 
that bypocrits are found ju all charches. This 
Is true. Butis it not equally true that every- 
thing intrinsically valuable gets debased? 
Frauds are practiced in business. The richest 
fabrics have their imitations. Gold and silver 
coins are debased or counterfeited. The evils, 
however, resuiting from imposidous of 
this nature. are not serious. The  intelli- 
gence ot our people, and the penalties to which 
offenders are subjected, afford adequate pro- 
tection; and, for one hypocrit who makes a 
fuise profession, there are at least nine conscl- 
entious, devoted Christians. Another argument 
agairst religion is, that our Savior was un im- 
pustor; and that, as a cvrollary, His teachings 
exert a banetul intiluence. And yet both of the 
accusations are disproved by the experience of 
20 years. If Jesus of Nazereth had been an 
impostor, His name and everything connected 
with it would hardly have survived a second 
generation. There would then have been no 
occasion for the labors of Voltaire, Paine, or 
Ingersoll. Otherand numerous false teachers 
have appeared and disappeared. But time and 
truth have been attesting the Divinity of our 
Savior. His Apostles and their successors, in 
obed'‘ence to instructions, have carried, and are 


| carrying, glad tidings to the uttermost ends of 


the Earth. As far and as fast as this Gospel 
travels, the world is civilized and its inhabitants 
bevetited. 

CHRISTIANITY’S INFLUENCE ON EARTH. 

Civilization and its beneficent institutions 
abound by the religion which our Savior in- 
structed His Aposties to preach to the heathen.

missionaries; and, while religious ligbt bright- 
ens the Christian world, its rays dawn upon the 
darkest portions of the eartb.

The general effect of bis preaching, sup- 
plemented by the never-to-be-forgotten voice 
of Mr. Sankey, cleared, braced, and purified the 
religious, moral, and social atmosphere of the 
city. The labors of Moody and Sankey were

Hundreds of drunkards were reclaimed; gam- 
blers and prize- figbters were converted; destitute 
wives and children and desolate homes have 
been made happy and bright by the rescue 
and return of reformed busbands and fathers. 
Lone and gratefully will the advent of 
Moody and Sankey remembered. The 
city is still fragrant with Tabernacle 
memories. Mr. Moody is turning the 
resultgot his labor to good account. The Moody 
and Sahkey hymns, weil known to the Christian 
world. are now sung by native converts in the 
interior of Africa. he sale of these hymn- 
books produces a handsome fund, which Mr.

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Exposure of Wholesale Adulterations. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 

Wasuinctom, D. C., May 2.—Consul 
Stahel writes from Hiogo, Japan, a report on 
the tea-trade of 1880, which contains the fol- 
lowing interesting passage on the subject of 
coloring the teas in Japan, which may be 
novel reading to American tea-consumers. 

I avail myself of this occasion to call the at- 
tention of the Department and of American 
consumers of tea to the fact that most of the 
teas shipped from Japan to the United States 
are now artificially colored. Formerly this was 
not the case. In the early vears of the trade, 
say from 1859 to 1869, the manipulation of Japan 
teas by the exporter was coufined to a simple 
refiring, which was necessary in order to cure 
the leaf sufliciently to enable it to endure trans- 
port through the Tropics, and to retain its qual- 
ities while in store. ‘This process alone required 
large establishments, a considerable plant, and 
important outlays for labor and fuel. But the 
leaf was improved by the expenditure, and 
Japan teas were then shipped in their natural 
condition, and douestly called “ uncolored.” 
About 1870, however, consumers began to call 
for a higher color than any ngtural process 
would furnish, and although this demand was 
long resisted by the shippers in Japan, and at 
some loss to themselves, yet ultimately it pre- 
vailed, and for some years past artificial color- 
ing bas been the rule, so that Japan teas, which 
are naturally of a blackish-green color, are now 
made to resemble the blueisb-gray or grayisb- 
blue teas shipped from China as green tens.“ 

The materials used to produce these unnatural 
shades are not very pernicious, being nothing 
worse, as a weneral rule. than indigo and gyp- 
sum, but they certainly add nothing to the 
value of tea-leaves for drinking purposes. while 
they do add . to their cost. There is 
therefore nothing to be said in favor of the 
practice, except that dealers in America preter 
teas of that description. Their doing so is prob- 
ably explained by the fact that in teas so col- 
ored coarse leaves may pass without detection; 
and this is no doubt the cause of the gradual 
deterioration of the quality of the Japan teas 
exported to America during recent years. The 
adulteration will probably continue as long as 
consumers in America buy teas only according 
to the appearance of the leaf, regardless of its 
drawing qualities, and as long as the simple se- 
cret of making the infusion is so little under- 
stood in our country. 

To the Japanese, who value tea forits fra- 
grance and delicacy, and who are careful to 
draw these qualities from the leaf by the use ef 
pure water ana nice vessels, the colored article 
which is prepared for America seems an abom- 
ination; and they naturally conclude that the 
quality of the leaf which is to be subjected to 
such treatment is not important. Hence the 
continual deterioration of the crop, which has 
this scason been more apparent than ever be- 
tore. 

Iam happy to say, however, that the Amer- 
ican demand for the uncolored teas, known as 
„ basket-fired,”” has latterly increased; and it 
would be as advantageous to the consumer in 
the United States, as I know it would gratify 
most — in Japan, if this inclinatior to re- 
turn to honest uncolored teas were to become 
general,—for it would certainly result in greater 
discrimination in the picking and preparation 
of the leaf in Japan, would afford better teas at 
lower prices, would restrict the supply to 
teas Oply. and would revive the favor which 
Japanese teas formerly — 23 in the Amer- 
ican market, as compa with the hbighly- 
colored teas of China. : / 

Ot biack teas the Japanese have made but few 
this season. owing to the demand for greens in 
the first half of 1880. They have learned, how- 
ever, to make them, and are likely to resume 
the preparation of these teas now that the pro- 
duction of green teas has proven to be exces- 
sive, and that dependence on the American 
market alone tor an outlet for their teas bas 
resulted in disappointment.
